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MARKET  REVIEW 


On  Dec.  12,  1972,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  declared  addition- 
al deficits  in  1972  sugar  quotas  totaling  129,167  short  tons,  raw  value, 
consisting  of  103, 600  tons  for  Hawaii,  2k, 000  tons  for  Puerto  Rico,  and  1,567 
tons  for  Panama.     The  Department  also  reduced  the  deficit  previously  declared 
for  the  Domestic  Beet  Area  by  50,000  short  tons,  raw  value.     The  press  release 
accompanying  this  action,  together  with  the  revised  quotas,  are  shown  herein 
beginning  on  Page    6  . 

Sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  during  1972  continue  at  a  record 
rate  although  the  pace  has  slackened  somewhat  during  recent  months.  Primary 
distributors  sales  of  sugar  during  January-November  1972  were  preliminarily 
reported  as  10,392,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  or  91,000  tons  more  than  during 
the  first  11  months  of  1971.    Reported  deliveries  through  Dec.  16,  1972, 
totaled  10,837,000  tons  compared  with  10,758,000  tons  and  10,751,000  tons, 
respectively,  reported  delivered  during  those  periods  of  1971  and  1970. 
Constructive  deliveries,  or  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but 
physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year,  amounted 
to  88,000  tons  in  1971,  l6l,000  tons  in  1970  and  i+0,000  tons  in  1969. 
Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  Dec.  16,  1972,  totaled  10,925,000 
tons  compared  with  10,919,000  tons  and  10,791,000  tons,  respectively,  deliver- 
ed during  those  periods  of  1971  and  1970. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on 
Dec.  2,  1972,  amounted  to  2,189,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.     This  was  550,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  5k, 000 
tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  November  1971.    Beet  processors'  stocks  of 
1,192,000  tons  were  386,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  6l,000  tons 
more  than  a  year  earlier.     Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined 
sugar  were  reported  as  870,000  tons,  or  78,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier 
but  10,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination  during  the 
period  January- October    1972    were  1.2  percent  above  those  of  the  comparable 
period  of  1971-     Increases  were    reported    in  four  of  the  five  geographical 
regions  with  the  South  and  the  North  Central  regions  up  the  most--3-3  percent 
followed  by  the  New  England  region  up  1.7  percent  and  the  West  up  0.^  percent. 
In  the  mid-Atlantic  region  reported  deliveries  were  down  k.9  percent. 

January-October  1972  deliveries  were  larger  to  31  states  than  during  the 
first  10  months  of  1971  and  smaller  to  19.     In  15  states,  deliveries  increased 
more  than  100,000  hundredweight  during  the  1972  period  as  compared  with  1971 — 
in  nine  of  these  states  the  increases  exceeded  200,000  hundredweight  and  in 
four  the  increase  exceeded  ^-00,000  hundredweight.    Ohio  had  the  largest 
increase,  776,000  hundredweight  followed  by  Georgia  which  was  up  ^57,000 
hundredweight,  Texas  up  4^+1,000  hundredweight  and  Florida  up  ^08,000  hundred- 
weight.   New  York,  Maryland,  and  New  Jersey  with  reported  deliveries  of 
1,275,000,  3^3,000,  and  298,000  hundredweight  less,  respectively,  had  the 
largest  declines. 

During  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972,  deliveries  of  sugar  to  proces- 
sors of  food,  beverages  and  other  products  increased  k.O  percent  as  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1971,  while  deliveries  for  consumption  in  homes  and 
institutions  decreased  1.1  percent.    Five  of  the  six  food  processing  groups 
received  more  sugar  during  the  1972  period  while  deliveries  for  use  by 
canners  and  packers  and  for    use  in  non-food  products,  a  relatively  minor 
category,  declined.    Deliveries  for  use  in  bakery,  cereal  and  allied  pro- 
ducts wereup  the  most--9.2  percent  followed  by  unclassified  food  uses  up 
7.0  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  6.k  percent,  beverages,  the 
largest  individual  use,  up  k.3  percent,  and  confectionery  and  related  pro- 
ducts up  2.0  percent. 
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Deliveries  of  sugar  to  two  of  the  four  non-industrial  type  users 
increased  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1971,  with  deliveries  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions 
increasing  the  most--3.0  percent  while  deliveries  to  wholesalers,  the  largest 
non-industrial  user  were  down  l.k  percent.    Deliveries  reported  to  retail 
grocers,  chain  stores  and  supermarkets  in  the  1972  period  were  down  1.0  per- 
cent as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1971  while  deliveries  to  all  other 
types  of  users,  including  government  agencies  increased  2.1  percent. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  in  consumer- size  packages 
(less  than  50  pounds)  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972  were  down  2.5 
percent  compared  with  the  first  three  quarters  of  1971-     The  West  which  was 
up  2.6  percent  was  the  only  geographical  region  to  show  an  increase.  Reported 
deliveries  to  the  North  Central  region  declined  the  most,  down  T .k  percent, 
followed  by  the  New  England  down  6.9  percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  region  down 
2.7  percent  and  the  South  which  was  down  less  than  .05  percent.  Overall 
deliveries  of  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  during  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1972  were  up  1.6  percent  compared  with  the  first  three  quarters 
of  1971  while  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  similarly  packaged  declined  3-^  per- 
cent.    The  relative  proportions  of  total  consumer-size  package  deliveries 
in  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972  were  8l  percent  cane  sugar  and  19  percent 
beet  sugar  and  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  1971?  81.7  percent  cane  sugar 
and  18.3  percent  beet. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  be  primary  distributors 
during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972  were  up  0.7  percent  as  compared  with 
that  period  of  1971;  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for 
about  77  percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  reported  delivered  during  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1972,  increased  2.2  percent  while  deliveries  of  liquid  beet 
sugar  declined  3-8  percent. 

Primary  distributors  reported  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both 
beet  and  cane,  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972  were  up  10. 5  percent 
as  compared  with  that  period  of  1971;  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar,  which 
accounted  for  4  5  percent  of  all  bulk  granulated  sugar  deliveries,  increased 
23  percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar  increased  two  percent. 

Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sirup,  which  accounted  for  7^-3  percent 
of  all  corn  sweetener  deliveries  reported  during  the  first  three  quarters  of 
1972,  increased  11-5  percent  over  those  of  the  first  three  quarters  of  1971 
while  dextrose  shipments  were  down  5.2  percent.    All  of  the  seven  types  of 
users  received  more  corn  sirup  in  the  1972  period  than  in  that  period  of  1971 
while  five  of  the  seven  types  of  users  received  less  dextrose  in  the  1972 
period.     Corn  sirup  shipments  to  bakeries,  cereals  and  related  products, 
the  third  largest  category  of  use,  increased  the  most- -20. 9  percent-followed 
by  canners  and  packers  up  15.8  percent,  non-food  uses,  the  smallest  category, 
up  15-3  percent,  unclassified  food  uses,  the  second  largest  category,  up 
13.7  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  8.0  percent  and  confectionery 
and  related  products,  the  largest  user,  up  6.4  percent.     Corn  sirup  shipments 
for  use  in  beverages,  which  accounted  for  a  little  more  than  five  percent  of 
the  total  corn  sirup  shipments  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972, 
increased  1.5  percent  above  those  during  the  similar  1971  period. 

Reported  deliveries  of  dextrose  to  bakery,  cereal  and  related  products, 
the  second  largest  category  of  use,  were  down  11.2  percent    followed  by 
shipments  to  canners  and  packers  down  10.8  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy 
products  down  7.9  percent,  unclassified  foods,  the  largest  single  category, 
down  6.1  percent  and  shipments  for  use  in  beverages  down  5.5  percent.  Ship- 
ments to  confectioners,  the  fourth  largest  category  of  use,  increased  6.k 
percent  while  shipments  for  use  in  non-food  products,  the  third  largest 
category,  were  up  5*0  percent. 
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Since  the  last  issue  of  Sugar  Reports,  interested  sellers  have  announced 
several  changes  in  the  quoted  wholesale  prices    for  refined    sugar  sold  in 
100-pound  paper  bags-—  the  basis  pack- -and  in  bulk  in  several  of  the  pricing 
territories . 

On  Dec.  8,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced,  effective  the  same  day, 
the  price  for  refined  sugar  shipped  in  bulk  rail  cars  shipped  to  the  mid- 
central  territory  would  be  subject  to  a  discount  of  .55  cent  per  pound  and 
for  shipments  to  the  Western  Ohio-Lower  Michigan  territory,  the  discount  would 
be  .10  cent  per  pound.     This  would  result  in  a  quoted  price  of  11. 50  cents 
per  pound  for  bulk  rail  shipments  of  refined  sugar  in  the  two  territories . 
The  announcement  further  stated  that  these  allowances  would  remain  in  effect 
on  a  day-to-day  basis  until  further  notice. 

A  beet  sugar  processor  announced,  effective  Dec.  8,  1972,  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  territory,  that  the  prices  for  industrial  sugars  were  being  reduced, 
lowering  the  quoted  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags  in  that 
region  from  11. 90  cents  to  11.^5  cents  per  pound.    Other  interested  sellers 
followed  with  announcements  of  similar  price  reductions . 

On  Dec.  1^,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced,  effective  opening  of 
business  Dec.  15?  1972,  increases  of  .20  cent  per  pound  for  all  industrial 
sugars  sold  in  eight  of  their  nine  pricing  territories.    Only  the  Chicago- 
West  region  was  excluded.     The  announcement  further  stated  that  they  would, 
however,  accept  orders  for  shipment  by  close  of  business  Dec.  22,  1972,  at 
prices  in  effect  prior  to  the  announced  increase.    Other  interested  sellers 
followed  with  similar  announcements  of  price  increases  in  these  territories. 

As  of  mid-December  the  following  were  the  price  quotations  for  refined 
sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions .  Signifi- 
cant variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in 
certain  areas,  reflecting  competitive  conditions.

Actual  prices  in  some  cases  differ  substantially  from  quotations.  During 
the  post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II),  increases  in  the 
ceiling  prices  of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform  to  the 
procedural  requirements  prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 


The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  November  1972  was  1^.00  cents  per  pound,  up  from  13. 96  cents  in 
October  and  up  from  13-7^  cents  in  November  of  last  year,  an  increase  of 
1.9  percent  for  the  12 -month  period. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York,  as 
quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  (No.  10  Bulk  Contract) 
averaged  9.03  cents  per  pound  during  November,  down  from  9«32  cents  in  October 
but  up  from  8.63  cents  during  November  of  last  year.    During  the  first  11 
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months  of  1972  the  spot  price  averaged  9-09  cents  per  pound,  100.2  percent  of 
the  average  of  the  monthly  price  objectives  for  the  period. 

The  weakening  trend  in  the  raw  sugar  spot  price  (New  York  duty  paid) 
which  began  in  October  bottomed  out  at  9* 02  cents  per  pound  during  the  period 
Nov.  6  through  Dec.  5,  the  lowest  level  since  July  6,  when  it  was  8. 90  cents 
per  pound.     On  Dec.  6,  the  quotation  rose  to  9 -07  cents,  on  Dec.  12,  to  9*15 
cents,  on  Dec.  13,  to  9-25  cents  and  on  Dec.  Ik,  to  9-30  cents  per  pound. 
For  the  period  Dec.  1-22,  1972,  the  quotation  averaged  9.18  cents  per  pound 
compared  with  8.82  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  World  bulk  sugar  spot  quotation  f .o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Carib- 
bean Ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  7-25  cents  per  pound  during  November,  down  from 
7A2  cents  in  October  but  up  from  k.20  cents  in  November  1971- 

Late  in  November  the  quotation  for  World  sugar  began  a  strengthening 
trend  rising  from  7-05  cents  per  pound  on  Nov.  22,  to  7.^-0  cents  at  month- 
end.     In  December  the  quotation  has  shown  much  greater  strength  rising  from 
7.80  cents  on  Dec.  1,  to  9-30  cents  per  pound  on  Dec.  11  and  12,  after  which 
it  declined  to  8.90  cents  on  Dec.  13,  rose  to  9-10  cents  on  Dec.  1^-,  to  9-30 
cents  on- Dec.  15  and  to  9-^5  cents  on  Dec.  19.    For  the  period  Dec.  1-22  the 
quotation  averaged  9.02  cents  per  pound  compared  with  5*50  cents  during  the 
same  period  of  last  year. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION  AND  ALLOCATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1972  SUGAR  DEFICITS: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Dec.  12,  1972,  declared  additional 
deficits  in  1972  sugar  quotas  totaling  129,167  short  tons,  raw  value,  consist- 
ing of  103,600  tons  for  Hawaii,  24,000  tons  for  Puerto  Rico,  and  1,567  tons  for 
Panama.     The  Department  also  reduced  the  deficit  previously  declared  for  the 
Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area  by  50,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 

Net  deficits  determined  today  of  79,167  short  tons,  raw  value,  were  alloc- 
ated to  foreign  countries  by  assigning  30,000  tons  to  the  Republic  of  the 
Philippines  and  prorating  the  balance  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  who  pre- 
viously indicated  they  were  able  to  supply  the  additional  sugar. 

The  Department  is  required  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act 
to  periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available  but  not  less  fre- 
quently than  60-day  intervals,  whether  any  area  or  country  will  fail  to  ful- 
fill its  quota  obligations. 

The  action  taken  today  was  based  on  the  latest  information  available  to 
the  Department  from  representatives  of  the  producing  areas  supplying  1972 
quota  sugar

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Nov.  24,  1972-Announced  that  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  determination 
of  1973  sugar  requirements  and  quotas  of  50,000  and  140,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  for  local  consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  respectively. 

During  the  12-month  period  ended  Sept.  30,  1972,  the  quantities  of  sugar 
distributed  for  consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  including  that  lost  in 
refining  after  charge  to  local  quota,  were  approximately  38,000  and  125,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  respectively.   (See  Nov.  29,  1972  Federal  Register) 

Nov.  24,  1972-Announced  the  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for 
the  1972  crop  of  sugarbeets. 

The  determination  requires  producer-processors  to  pay  for  sugarbeets  at 
prices  not  less  than  those  provided  in  their  1972-crop  sugarbeet  purchase  con- 
tracts with  producers. 

The  1972  crop  determination  continues  the  provisions  of  the  prior  deter- 
mination without  change.   (See  Nov.  30,  1972  Federal  Register) 

Dec.  1,  1972-Announced  a  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  the 
1972  crop  of  Florida  sugarcane  which  continues  the  sharing  relationship  between 
producers  and  processors  and  other  provisions  of  the  1971  crop  determination, 
except  that  the  definition  of  "net  sugarcane"  has  been  revised  to  require 
separate  computations  of  the  average  percentage  of  trash  delivered  with  hand- 
cut  and  machine-cut  cane;  and  the  molasses  payment  to  producers  is  to  be  based 
on  5.8  gallons  (rather  than  5.7  gallons)  of  blackstrap  molasses  per  ton  of 
sugarcane  to  reflect  the  most  recent  5-year  average  recovery. (See  Dec.  7,  1972 
Federal  Register) 

Dec.  11,  1972-Announced  a  public  hearing  to  receive  views  and  recommendations 
from  all  interested  persons  on  the  possible  need  for  establishing  proportionate 
shares  for  the  1973-74  sugarcane  crop  in  Puerto  Rico. 

The  hearing  will  be  held  in  Room  4711,  South  Building,  U,  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. ,  beginning  at  10:00  a.  m.  on  Dec.  20,  1972.  (See

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  Dec.  2,  1972  were  2,189,000  short  tons,  raw 
value  (preliminary),  up  5^,000  tons  from  a  year  ago  and  up  550,000  tons  from 
the  end  of  October  1972.    During  November  refiners'  stocks  increased  78,000 
tons,  beet  processors;  stocks  increased  386,000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors' 
stocks  increased  8^-,  000  tons  and  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks 
increased  2,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  1972  quotas  through  Nov.  30,  1972  were  10,673,782  short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  1,126,218  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 
11,800,000  ton  total. 

k.    Regionally,  January -October  1972  deliveries,  as  compared  to  the  same 
period  of  1971?  were  up  in  four  of  the  five  geographical  regions.    The  increases 
were--the  North  Central  region  and  the  South  up  3.3  percent,  the  New  England 
up  1.7  percent  and  the  West  up  O.k  percent.    Deliveries  to  the  mid -Atlantic 
region  declined  ^.9  percent. 

5.  Third  quarter  1972  deliveries  of  sugar  by  type  of  buyer  were  larger  to 
five  of  the  seven  industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  quarter  of  1971? 
and  smaller  to  three  of  the  four  non-industrial  groups .    To  industrial  buyers 
the  increase  was  2.6  percent  while  deliveries  to  non-industrial  buyers  were 
down  k.6  percent. 

6.  Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  for  consumption  in  the  con- 
tinental United  States  during  the  third  quarter  of  1972  were  9-7  percent  more 
than  those  of  the  comparable  quarter  of  1971.     Corn  sirup  shipments  increased 
l6.1  percent  while  shipments  of  dextrose  declined  7.^  percent. 

7.  Through  Dec.  9,  1972,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 

at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  12k.  Q  million  pounds  or  about  71 
percent  of  the  1972  calendar  year  quota.
